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The present edition of Levins’s Manipulus Vocabulortjm has 
been printed at the joint expense of the Early English Text Society, 
the Camden Society, and the Philological Society. 

Attention was called to this Dictionary by Mr. Way’s mention 
of it in the Preface to his edition of the Promptorium Parvulorum 
(p. lxx.), and the present reprint is one of the results of the impetus 
given to philological studies by Mr. Way’s labours. 

Of the extreme scarcity of the original edition of Levins’s curious 
work there can be no doubt; its peculiarities and value are well 
explained in Mr. Wheatley’s prefatory remarks.
